The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Regarding claims 1,4-14 and 38, the prior art fails to teach an optical window 
assembly system having an outer window and an inner window with intervening space 
between the windows and a mechanism for cooling a coolant occupying the intervening 
space, wherein an inner surface, facing away from outer window side, of the inner 
window is coated with an optical coating which is substantially transparent in at least 
one of visible wavelength bands and infrared wavelength bands and is substantially 
opaque to an electromagnetic radiation for radio and radar frequencies as claimed in 
independent claim 1. 

Claims 4-14 and 38 are allowed by virtue of their dependency.
